BOSTON, March 27.—A special 
announcement appearing in the 
Christian Science Monitor, Satur- 
day, March 27, is as follows: 

So many inquiries with respect to 
the editorial changes in the publish- 
ing house have been made that the 
trustees deem it their duty to make 
known to the field the exact truth 
with regard to the situation as to 
which many false statements have 
been and are being circulated. We 
do this, not because any appreciable 
effect has been wrought upon the 
great number of Christian Scientists 
throughout the country, but because 
we find that in certain sections some 
have accepted these false state- 
ments because uncontradicted by us. 

We do not believe that any sub- 
stantial number of loyal Christian 
Scientista can be persuaded to join 
in an attempt to infPair, if not to 
destroy, institutions founded and 
named by Mrs. Eddy, but that such 
ja a plan which has been contrived 
by certain misguided people cannot 
he denied. 

AS TO RESIGNATIONS. 


These are the facts:

The field should know, however, 
that this injunction does not pro- 
hibit co-operation of the directors 
with the trusteeqg,in the selection of 
editors. While it restrains the direc- 
tors from taking any action which 
would impair, destroy or in any Way 
injure the publishing society's bual- 
ness, their co-operation with “the 
trustees in agreeing upon editors 
could, of course, not be construed as 
any such thing. 

Under these circumstances the 
periodicals go to the field with Mr. 
Dixon and Mr, Paine acting as ed- 
itor and associate, under a tempo- 
rary employment, at much personal 
inconvenience to these gentlemen, 
who accept ¢ additional respon- 
sibilities in er that the publica- 
tions founded and inspired by Mrs.

Byrnes Says Clerks Tell Him 
There’s no Work. 


Baker Testifies Wur Force has 
been Reduced. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH } 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Ad- 
ministration officials are now under- 
going a daily grilling by House and 
Senate committees on their failure 
to reduce materially the number of 
war-time employees and on reports 
that large numbers of the employees 
retained on the pay roll are either 
idle or not fully occupied with gov- 
ernment work. 

In a sesion of the House Appro- 
priations Committee, Representative 
Byrnes, of South Carolina, Democrat, 
directed attention to the matter of 
idleness in examiningA djt.-Gen. Har- 
ris. Mr. Byrnes wanted to know 
whether there was any cheek on the 
work performed and Gen. Harris 


jeaid he had five inspections made 


every day to ascertain whether all 
clerks were working. 

“Do you use the same officers Yor 
these inspections?” asked Mr. 
Byrnes. 

“Yes, sir, every day,” replied the 
general. 

“If the clerks know when the of- 
ficer is coming, they could get Lusy 
immediately when he comes in 
sight,” Mr. Byrnes pointed out, 

Ger. Harris said this is true, but 
that the inepections are not made 
at regular times. He said he him- 
self frequently inspected the force 
and instancing one building contain- 
ing 1500 clerks had found “probably 
three or four clerks who were not ac- 
twally egaged and seldom foun 1 more 
than a dozen clerks not actually 
hard at work.” 

HAVE NOTHING TO DO, 

“I am frank to say that I have 
seen them when they were not work- 
ing.” said Mr. Byrnes. “I do not say 
that was in your department. I do 
not say wheré i twas. I have gone 
through some offices and found the 
employees reading newspapers. iI 
have been told by employees that at 
times they have not anything to do.’ 

Chairman Good called attention 
to the testimony of Maj. Burks of 
the General Staff of the Army, who 
stated: “I saw with my own eye* 
day after day hundreds of clerks 
who were doing nothing.” 

“T know it is true,” sald Mr. 
Pyrnes, “that whenever there is a 
reduction the employees go to the 
members of Congress and the mem.- 
Lers of Congress go down to the de- 
partment, but the officers in charge 
of personnel have to be inen who can 
do what is right for the country, in- 
stead of the employees or a member 
of Congress or for anybody else 
who seeks to influence them. What I 
am wondering is whether or not 
good-hearted subordinate chiefs are 
keeping the work going in much the 
same way that this young lady told 
the dhairman: ‘Destroying it when 


feompleted and starting another job

ALREADY REDUCED. 

Before the Senate Committee on 
Appropriations, Secretary of War 
Raker aaid thatthe War Department 
force of civilian employees had been 
reduced 46 per cent. since the armi- 
stice. He said he sympathized with 
the demand for reduction of forces, 
but offered an fillustration of the 
aificulties. The Controller of the 
Treasury had changed a ruling on 
oversene pay, which alone neceas!- 
tates the handling of 350,000 aAdi- 
tional claims. He cited a letter from 
a scldter stating that he had had 
eleven different transactions with the 
War Department all of which ad 
been disposed of promptiv. 

“Those claims did net have thr 
was« threneh the War Risk Buresn, 
did they?” inquired Senator 

“As far as 1 recall they did not” 
Mr. Baker. 

“Thev would have taken twentv- 
two years if they had,” commented 
the Senafor. 

Senator Smoot wanted ta know 
why the War Department had 168,- 
462 emplovees outside of the 
District of Columbia ir 1919 com- 
pared with 31.147 tm 1914 

“In every camp.” said Mr. Baker, 
“we had large numbers of clerical 
emplovees, civilian employees, tin- 
cluding giris who were operating 
laundries in the camps. It included 
persons operating pullic utilities, 
water and electric light plants In 
the camovs, doing work in the eleer 


distribution and supply. 


ARMY OF STEVEDORES. 

“Tt includes a very large num- 
ber of stevedores employed at al! 
of the ports, and includes all of the 
persons engaged in dispatching ma- 
terials overseas. It Includes custo. 
dians and laborers fn the great sup- 
ply depots, who receive materials 
and repack them for distribution tn 
different quantities, and all of the 
sone supply operations of the army. 

“Now, that number as you have 
it there, 168.000, was actually in- 
creased after that figure was given 
to you, and it was increased in thie 
wav:

SUPPLY OF HOUSES HELD AT 
FANCY FIGURES GREATER 
THAN DEMAND. 


Property owners still holding out 
‘for exorbitant rents are doomed to 
disapppintment, according to @ re- 
port made yesterday by the tourtst 
housing @epartment of the Chamber 
of Commerce. Excessive rents have 
driven away many tourists and 
caused a great many permanent 
residents to buy their own homes, 


resulting in an easing of the hous- 
situation. 
the heaviest let-down Is in sleep- 
ing-roomes. An average of seventy & 
day is now being reported to the 
chamber, and the average applica- 
tions are only six daily. No sleep- 
ing-rooms renting for than $5 
chamber and more t 
at $8 a week were filled last week 
bv the department. 
‘The supply of high-priced fur- 
nished and unfurnished houses now 
exceeds the demand. During the 
week only one furnished house was 
rented at more than $50 a month. 
The demand for furnished homes at 
moderate prices still is good. There 
were calle from sixty-one families 
last week for homes at moderate 
prices. ‘These call for both fur- 
nished and unfurnished houses of 
from four to five rooms and the 
majority of applicants wish to rent 
for at least six months and many of 
them for at least a year. »

day was listed last week, but only 
the ones charging a moderate rent 
are being Milled.

THE LANDSCAPE PAINTER. By HMeary 
James. Scott & Seltzer, New York. 


The collection of tales bearing 
this title were written by Henry 
James before he was 25. One of 
them appeared in the Atlantic 
Monthly in 1866. A preface writ- 
ten by Albert Mordell declares these 
stories to be “among the most pre- 
cious in our literature” and “in 
every way worthy of James at his 
best,” from which the reviewer begs 
leave to differ. 

Not so, however, Prof. William 
Lyon Phelps, who, writing in the 
New York Times, says of these 
stories: 

“Although Henry James was in his 
early twenties when he wrote these 
four stories—which are here Te 
printed exactly as they appeared in 
the American magazines—there is 
not the remotest sign of immaturity. 
They are the work of an absolute 


master of plot and style—and they' 


confirm my regret that Henry James 
later in Hfe saw fit to adopt a lit- 
erary technique quite other than 
this. All four of these are love 
stories—stories white-hot with pas- 
sion, but as different in the verbal 
expression of it as Flaubert is from 
Ohnet. 

“I hope Mr. Thomas Hardy will 
read these tales, for even he can 
hardly dramatize the trony of life

MONOLITH LEASE UP

ROLLING STORE 
PROVES WINNER. 


Picturesque Weapon to Defeat 
High Cost of Living. 


Ninety-six Now Operating in 
New York and Brooklyn. 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN.

NEW YORK, March 24.—A new 
and picturesque weapon for defeat- 
ing the high cost of living has re- 
cently been developed in New York. 
it is known as the Rolling Store. 

A rolling etore is a large truck, 
drawn by two giant horses, and filled 
with huge stacks of dr, groceries, 
which rolls into a neigfi6torhood: at 
the early hour of eight in the morn- 
ing and thereafter does a rapid busi- 
ness until 6 o'clock at night. It 
sells ite products at prices ranging 
from 2% to 30 per cent. lower than 
those being charged by the etation- 
ary grocery stores, thereby earning 
unfriend eriticlame from those 
sources, blessings from the house- 
wives, and the hearty commendation 
of the New York Commissioner of 
Markets. 

Ninety-six of these rolling stores 
are now operating throughout New 
York and Brooklyn, and Mr. George 
H. Salmon, vice-president of the 
North American Export Company, 
who ig doing the operating, says that 
in another month there will be 200 
of them. The demand for them 
from neighborhoods in which they 
have not yet appeared te eo great 
that one person is kept busy simply 
answering the telephone calls of 
housewives, who are indignant be- 
cavee their d@isetricta have been 


slighted. 
ITS MOTTO. 


“We are here to reduce the high 
cost of living,” is the red-lettered 
message which the rolling store bears 
on ite gray-awninged side. and be- 
neath that there is a list of the sup- 
piles it carries with their prices. 
The other day this list Inciuded ba- 
con at 34 cents; best eggs, 
56 cents: can of pork and beans 
weighing nearly three pounds, 12% 
cents: best coffee, 36 cents; cah of 
tomatoes, 17 ¢ents; peas (No. 2) 
13 cents; can of corn, 13 cents, and 
rice (fancy Blue Rose.) 15 cents. 

Buying from «a rolling store is 
much like buying from a cafeteria. 
First you look at the price list, then 
rou help yourself to what you want, 
‘with the assistance of an extremely 
busy salesman, 
well beforehand what the total cost 
of the purchases is going to be. In 
most stationary groceries in New 
York you cannet do this The prices 
are not listed on the wall, and when 
the clerk finally adds the total up 
on a paper bag, showing that butter 
or eggs or coffee have taken a sud- 
den lead In price, you have no ev!i- 
dence upon which to contradict him. 
A customer usually leaves a rolling 
store net only with the pleasant 
sense of having secured a bargain, 
hut with the virtuous conviction that 
he has aided in a great civic move- 
ment. He has helped, as the roll- 
ing stores points out, “Mayor Hylan 
to knock the ‘H’ out of the H.C. L.”

No one We cer- 
tain as to how it would be received, 
but the results wére so satisfactory 
that ten more stores were added 
cvery week and four warehousr 
terminals to supply the stores were 
opened in New York. While the 
stores have not been able to bring 
back those marvelous days before 
the war when the nickle etill had 4 
separate and distinct existence, they 
ave brought about a surprising re- 
uction in prices. 

“Our object,” says Mr. Salmon, “‘is 
not to compete with merchants who 
are at reasonable 
prices. it i# merely to drive out 
profiteers. We go into a neighbor- 
hood where we feel foodstuffs are 
costing too much, and we etay until 
we have driven the profiteers to re- 
ducing their prices. Then we move 
on to another neigh ood. 

“For inetance en we fret 
started operating most store-keepers 
were selling peas and corn .at from 
18 to 22 cents a cam. We started 
welling the same kind of peas and 
eorn at 18 cents @ can, and, the re- 
rult was that the storekee then 
reduced their products to 11 cents 4 
can. We knew that they were los- 
ing Money at that price-—-that the 
move was directed against us. But, 
as a matter of fact, it did not hurt 
us the least bit. For we simply 
ceased selling peas and corn for the 
time being and replaced them with 
other cheaper products.” 

The rolling stores are able to sell 
goods at reduced prices for various 
reasons. in the first place, they do 
not have the large overhead expense 
which must be met by the ordinary 
grocery store. Their selling force 
is confined to two young men, one 
of whom is also the truck driver, 
and neither of whom wastes any 
time in persuading customers to buy 
xoods. At a rolling store, you can 
either take it or leave it. No one 
cares whether you buy food or not, 
because there are too many anxious 
housewives waiting to grab whatever 
is left ever. 

In the second place. the North 
American Export Company, has 
purchasing power of half a million 
dollars behind it, which enables it to 
take advantage of all cash discounts 
and to buy in large quantities direct 
from the producer. According to 
Mr. Salmon, this factor alone per- 
mite them to make a saving of 55 
cents on the dollar—a saving which 
vuevally is absorbed middlemen 
and clumsy methods of distribution. 


THE CHIEF PURPOSE. 


“The chief purpose of the rolling 
store,” he says, “ig to reduce the 
cost of living and to provide em- 
ployment for returned soldiers and 
sailors. All of our employees are 
men who have just come out of uni- 
form.” 

On the other hand, one gathers 
that the corporation is by no means 
running en eleemosynary institution. 
It does not seek to conceal the fact 
that it is operating fer a profit. 

“Of course,” declares Mr. Salmon, 
“the company does not yet know 
what the profits will be in this prop- 
osition. t will not pay, certainly, 
until we have 200 stores operating. 
We are convinced, however, that 
such a plan can be made to pay in 
and cents, and yet the cus- 
tomer will not be obliged to pay the 
high prices which he must submit 
to in the regular stores.”

MAKES SHOWING 


Mexico Ships 2000 Tons a 
Month to United States. 


Enormous Quantities Left in 


Southern Country.

CORREEPONOENCS | 

EAGLE (Tex.) March 11.— 
Notwithstanding the protracted 
period of banditry and revolutions 
in Mexico the ixtle fiber industry has 
kept up remarkably well, as is 
shown by the volume of exports of 
that preduct to the United States. 
This fiber ts coming into this coun- 
try at the rate of more than 2000 
tons a month, Valued at about $350,- 
000. Most of the shipments are 
destined for Minneapolis, Chicago 
and New York, where the raw fiber 
is converted into bagging and cord- 
age. It ig stated by dealers in the 
fiber that there are enormous quan- 
tities of the product scat 
through Northern Mexico awaiting 
sale and shipment. This industry 
is peculiar to the ranches and small- 
er commuinties where the work of 
cutting the leaves of the lechugilla 
Plant and stripping the fiber is con 
ducted for the most part in the 
homes of the people. The method of 
decoriating the leaves of this species 
of wild cactus is crude and some- 
what siow, but it is a certain and 


&ifairly profitable way of obtaini 


livelihood by the lowly native Mex- 
lean Indian. 

The ixtle industry in Northern 
Mexico and all of the upper border 
region of Texas has enormous 
possibilities, it is asserted. The 
lechugilla plant grows profusely 
upon millions of acres of ranch 
land. ‘In Texas little effort has 
been made to utilize the fiber of 
the plant In a commercial way, but 
in Mexico where the laboring ele- 
ment is satisfied with low wages or 
small profits the extracting of the 
fiber has long been a source of big 
annual revenue, in the aggregate. 
In all of the larger cities of that 
part of Mexico are to be found brok- 
ers and buyer of ixtle fiber. Besides 
the many uses to which the fiber is 
put in Mexico it is in big demand 
in the United States and other for- 
eign countries. Although the fiber 
ls too short for making binder 
twine it is said to be ideally suited 
for the manbtfacturing of bagging 
and a variety of other purposes. 

The ixtle fiber has no relation to 
the henequin fiber or sisal from 
which binder twine 
henequin fiber is grown chiefly in 
the State of Yucatan. It is a much 
longer fiber than that which is ob- 
tained from the lechugilla plant. 
Closely related to the henequin plant 
is zapupe plant which is coming 
to extensively grown in the re- 
gsiea around Tampico and as far 
north as Victoria, ogpita! the 
State of Tamaulipas. The pupe 
yields a fiber similar to that a the 
uin plant. 

re are a number of wild fiber 
plants in Mexico, which, at present, 
are being but little utilised in «a 
commercial way. One of the chief 
reasons for the slow development 
of the fiber industry, so far as it 
relates to the lechugilla plant, is 
that the decoriating or stripping 
process has been found difficult. Sev- 
eral machines have been devised for 
performing this work and some of 
them have proved very successful, it 
is stated.

200,000,000 YEARLY, SAYS 
SUPERINTENDENT. 


(BY A CORRESPONDENCE! 
VISALIA, Mar. 25.-——That the spirit 
of thrift has taken root in Califor- 
nia is the summary of an interview 


here with Charles F. Stern, State 
superintendent of banks, who said 
that during the nine years prior to 
1919, the increase in the deposits of 
savings banks wae about 25,000,000 
annually. During the last six months, 
however, the increase has been at 
the rate of 200,000,000 per year 

“It would be a fair deduction,” said 
Mr. Stern, “if the increases were 
spasmodic, to account for them on 
the basie of seasonal returns from 
crops, but the fact that the increase 
is steady, leads to the conclusion that 
the deposits are being made with 
regularity out of the current in- 
comes of the people—the laboring 
man, the salaried man and the smal! 
business man and farmer. 

“It seems to me that our citizens 
in spite of the high costs and the 
temptation in time of cheap money 
to extravagance, are establishing 
habits of thrift. Our present course, 
if persisisted in, will make Califor- 
nia financially independent. It 
will be within our power to finance 
our own marvelous development with 
our own capital.”

INTESTINAL WORMS 
IN POULTRY FLOCK.

Except for the addition of tobacco 
gust no change whatever in the method of 
ing is required, provided that method 
proven satisfactory; continue feeding 
the tobacco daily for about a month By 
‘this time practically all the worms should 
be expelled and the flock again in a healthy 
condition. If not, continue to feed the to 
bacco for a longer period. It will not have 
any harmful effects on the birds. 

To prevent reinfection of young stock 
either resume feeding tobacco after a period 
of three or four weeks of continue to feed 
it daily until the birds reach maturity.

(4.) It will prevent reinfestation and 
thereby eliminate the necessity of soil dis- 
infection which, although possible, bas not 
proven practical exvept in small yards.

What is generally termed standard-bred 
poultry is the fesult of about fifty years of 
effort on the part of breeders in the United 
States and the British empire. The frst 
edition of the American Standard of Per- 
fection (a thin and unpretentious effort) 
made its appearance in 1874, and may be 
said to be the keystone and beginning of 
poultry culture in its most advanced 
stages as we understand and practice it 
today.

GREATEST FIELD FOR 
DEHYDRATION HERE. 


California is the coming center 
tydration in America and during 
five years ite supremacy in this new field of 
conserving food products will be acknow!l- 
edged, according to C. BD. Mark, dehydra- 
tion expert, who.is touring the fruit sec- 
tions of this State in the interest of an 
organized plan to relieve, through scientific 
dehydration, the situation which confronts 
the wine-grape growers since the advent 
of prohibition. Mr. Mark has recently com- 
pleted a series of tests to determine the 
value of dehydration in treating cereal 
grains for smut and scab These tests 
were made under the supervision of ex- 
perts from the Bureau of Citemistry, De- 
partment of Agriculture, who are now pre- 
paring a special bulletin for publication, 

“It is only recently that the Bast has 
come to realize that California is the nat- 
ural center of the dehydration industry,” 
says Mr. Mark. “In the fruit sections of 
California, Oregon, Idaho and Washington 
we have a combined territory where there 
is actually more fruit requiring dehydra- 
tion than in the entire Hast. It is both 
Niogical and poor busisess to ship a 
quantity Of fresh fruit into the eastern and 
foreign markets and pay the enormous 
“for moteture, when it can 


be dehydrated, the moleture removed and 
the carrying tharge for this excess weight 
eliminated at the same time br'ng «

‘freight aside from the actual saving of 


feaite which are not wasted will tn time 
run into the millions. 

“The California grape crowers find them- 
selves in a quandary since prohibition has 
closed the wineries to~thelr product. They 
are naturally interested in knowing the 
merits of dehydration and not a few of 
them are right now experimenting with 
various processes. The importance of this 
subject to the wine-grape growers better 
appreciated when it its unde that 
their grapes on the vine will net them 
from $35 to $60 a ton according to the pre- 
vatling market, whereas they will be in 
position to net from $300 to $409 a ton for 
their product When itt is properly dried. 
The grape is a fast-growing, quick -perighing 
fruit. Te simply means that the grower 
must look to scientific dehydration to real- 
ize his maximem profit. 

“Dehydration is of greater tmportance 
tn Northern Caltfornia than it ts in this 
part of the State because of the absence 
of continuous sunshine, although the sun Is 
far lees efficient as a medium of drying 
fruit than is scientific dehydration. This 
fs no longer questioned by those familiar 
with real dehydration. And 1 may add 


that scientific dehydration does not permit 


of the use of chemicals or foreign matter 
for bleaching. If fruit is preperly dehy- 
drated it will not deteriorate tn color and its 
flavor wilt be tmproved.

I bave set aside ten acres of rich land 
to grow rye, barley and burr clover.

This method has many ad- 
vantages over the cover crop as the trees 
have all the soil to themselves and are not 
robbed of soil moisture and sugar, which is 
the case when a cover crop is allowed to 
mature. My experiments with cover crops 
have plainly shown that with ample irriga- 
tign water the lower roots are robbed by the 
cover crop of soll moisture which the tree 
needs to carry the crop of young fruit 
through the hot wave in early June when

I have quite a body of rich mountain soil 
which is made from decomposed shale rock.

Cowpeas and soy beans, crops not gen- 


erally raised in orchards of Southern Cali-

These crops are 
sturdier and produce more feed for the 
swine than the clover. Moreover, they will 
stand pasturage better and much roughage 
is left in the orchard after the hogs have 
been on it for two or three weeks. They 
are excellent as cover crops, as found in 
the East. 

In walnut orchards the hogs rooting 
around among the leaves after the pickers 
have moved on, harvest a great amount of 
nuts which the pickerg missed, or which 
dropped off as immature fruit. The hogs 
in this case could not injure the roots by 
nosing around in the gol) because of the 
fact that walnut feeding roots are too far 
beneath the surface to be harmed by root- 
ing hogs. The bogs, moreover, would turn 
over the soll and bury the leaves, thus 
benefiting the orchard. It has not yet been 
noted that hogs bite the bark from the wal- 
nut trees or from any trees, in fact, when 
they are eating green crops. 

Hogs have been known to rid an orchar@ 
of gophers which injure the bark of the 
roots. The porkers 


destroyed by them. The hogs are very 
fond of young gophers, and the rodents will 
not stay in an orchard where the hogs are 
running loose. 

Very young trees can be protected from 
damage by hogs by providing rubbing posts 
and keeping the hogs free from lice. The 
animals will not rub against the trees so 
as to injure them tf they are free from 
vermin. A good hog oiler is a great help 
in this case.

STRAWBERRIES ARE HERE. 


BRAWLEY.—The first Imperial Valley 
strawberries of the year are on the market 
and are commanding fancy prices. It is esti- 
mated that this year’s strawberry acreage is 
thirty acres. This is a decrease over a year 
ago and two years ago when the acreage 
was estimated as high as three times this 
year’s acreage, which is mostly in the hands 
of Japanese. First sales were reported at 
$4 a crate wholesale. A crate contains fif- 
teen small boxes about the size of a pint. 
The berries cost over a cent apiece. One 
Jap just west of El Centro, who has three 
acres, or the largest strawberry patch in 
the valley, is now picking from six to seven. 
crates daily. 


COMPOST HEAP SAVES FERTILIZER. 

A large part of the value of manure is dune 
to the effect of humus. The small rancher 
with a cow or horse could greatly increase 
the amount of humus by developing a com- 
post heap. It is suggested that all the 
leaves, weeds that do not bear objection- 
able seeds, pieces of sod, clippings from the 
lawn, straw, hay and the like that are lying 
around loose be placed together as a layer 
of a compost heap. A layer of moist manure 
would probably follow and again a layer of 
dry material. in the course of a year this 
heap would not only increase the amount of 


_| fertilizer available but would prevent the 


loss of the most valuable portion of the 
manure. pile—the fiuid portion—due to 
leaching. The layer of dry stuff would 
absorb what would otherwise run off and 


>| soak into the ground. The high prices of 


manure fertilizer in California should make 
this valuable by-product one well worth 
conserving.

Tractors 
drawing three alfalfa seeders covering a 
strip of twelve feet are a common sight in 
the valley today. 

The great majority of the alfalfa farm- 
ers of the valley are well pleased with the 
tractors they have purchased. Some of 
them have sold their first models and have 
purchased another one, invariably getting 
one of greater power. This is another evi- 
dence that farmers overestimate the power 


almost double the acreage of alfalfa in the 
San Fernando Valley and will provide more 
feed for the dairies and hog ranches whic 
are increasing in number. The greatest 
improvement along this line is around Van 
Nuys, and between Burbank and Lanker- 
shim.

Preparation of the land for the planting 
of alfalfa must be more thorough than for 
the planting of any other crop, with the 
possible exception of rice. Alfalfa land tis 
invariably irrigated by flooding. There are 
a few alfalfa ranchers in the Coachella Val- 
ley whose lands are afflicted with alkali 
that irrigate in furrows but the best method 
is flooding, in “lands” from twenty to fifty 
feet wide and from 500 to 1360 feet long. 
In order that the water be spread evenly

over the land to prevent “burning” in mid- 
summer the land must be absolutely level 
and the slope just right. Tractors and 
modern leveling and bordering machinery 
are playing an important part in the prepa- 
ration of these lands for alfalfa planting. 

The employment of modern farm power 
has made possible the planting of larger 
areas of alfalfa than would have been pos- 
sible otherwise. Alfalfa must be seeded 
early in the spring so that the young plants 
will get a good start before June and July. 
The. hot sun tends to wilt and shrivel the 
tender plants. 

IMPLEMENTS USED. 

In getting the land into shape for plant- 
ing, four implements are being used: the 
giant levelers, the blade graders, the 
“floats” and the ridgers. The great size of 
those implements being used in the San 
Fernando Valley alfalfa areas make it im- 
perative that tractors of twenty horse 
power or tore on the drawbar be used for 
the levelers but the smaller tractors of half 
that pulling capacity or even less are used 
in pulling the blade levelers, the ridgers 
and the floats, or “drags” as they are some- 
times called. 

Some of the land being put into alfalfa 
is virgin land, full of hummocks, cactus and 
sage. The huge levelers, drawn by the 
larger tractors, go over these tracts, slic- 
ing off the hummocks and filling up the 
hollows. When each field is thus rough 
leveled, it is surveyed, the “fall” is de 
termined and the borders located. Then 
the borders between the lands are marked 
by a plow or the blade grader is used to 
throw up enough land to start. the borders. 
Sometimes Fresno scrapers are used to 
complete the borders. Then the land be- 
tween the borders is given a final dressing 
with the floats, which are generally twenty- 
five feet long by twelve feet wide and the 
land is ready for seeding. 

DRILLING METHOD PREFERRED. 

Heretofore, the method of seed sowing in 
vogue generally has been the broadcasting 
method.

WHAT ONE FARMER THINKS. 
One of the alfalfa planters who has not 
changed machines and has found his ma- 
chine equal to the demands placed upon 
it in leveling, bordering and seeding, is 
Warren O. Sanderson of Van Nuys, who put 
in forty acres of alfalfa on the site of a 
cactus field. 

“Without my tractor I do not believe that

thought I would put in twenty-five or thirty
